Their investigation is look¬ 
ing at the possibility 
Catherine Mhlaba was 
responsible for murdering 
her son and taking her own 
life by starting the fire. 

Police report that post¬ 
mortem examinations took 
place on Friday (December 
6). The pathologist has 
recorded the cause of death 
as burning and inhalation 
through combustion. 

Senior investigating offi¬ 
cer Detective Superinten¬ 
dent Tracy Hawkings, of the 
Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate, extend¬ 
ed her condolences to the 
family and friends of 
Catherine and Beki, who 
lived in Blythe Avenue, 
Shoeburyness. 

She said: “I can confirm I 
am satisfied there are no 
other persons involved in the 
deaths of Catherine and Beki 
and a file will be prepared 
for Her Majesty’s Coroner.” 

Detectives are appealing 
for anyone with information 
to contact them at Southend 
on 101. They are keen to 
hear from a dog walker who 
may have been in the area at 
about 5.20pm or anyone who 
may have seen the car at any 
time either before the fire. 

Police are aware some peo¬ 
ple may have taken video 
footage or images on mobile 
devices at the time and 
would ask for these to be 
made available to detectives. 

The inquest into the deaths 
has been adjourned until 
May next year.

THE INDEPENDENT 
Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) 
rejected a judge’s claim a 
defendant was subjected 
to unlawful force by four 
officers. 

The cops were referred 
to the IPCC after a 
district judge threw out a 
case against a man on 
trial for a ‘domestic 
related matter’ and 
accused them of being too 
heavy-handed during his 
arrest. 

Internal police 
documents say: “Four 
officers gave evidence. 
The district judge 
dismissed the case against 
the male and also made 
comment about the four 
officers in relation to 
their evidence and the 
level of injuries sustained 
by the male at the time of 
the arrest. 

“[The judge] 

determined that unlawful 
force had been used in 
making the arrest.” 

However, an update in a 
later report said: “The 
IPCC investigation is 
complete and has 
concluded that the use of 
force in this case was 
reasonable and 
proportionate. There is 
no case for the officers to 
answer in terms of 
misconduct.” 


Ten complaints 


Internal documents reveal 
Essex Police staff failings

MORE THAN 10 complaints against 
Essex Police are found to be upheld 
every month, figures show. 

Internal police documents show 
more than 120 specific complaints 
against the force’s staff and officers 
were proven between October 1, 
2012, and September 30, 2013. 

The highest proportion fell into the 
general ‘failure in duties’ category. 

‘Failure in duty’ complaints were 
upheld against 25 police constables, 
six members of staff, four detective 
constables, three police sergeants, 
two special constables, two inspec¬ 
tors and a detective sergeant. The 
reports did not include details of the 
incidents that sparked the com¬ 
plaints. 

More substantiated offences 
included 21 unlawful detention com¬ 
plaints, 19 cases of mishandling 
property and seven ‘unlawful/unnec¬ 
essary arrest’ complaints - on top of 
four ‘assault’ complaints and two 
concerning ‘irregularity in evi¬ 
dence/perjury’. 

Other complaints were upheld, 
including four cases of ‘irregularity 
in procedure’, seven claims of ‘inci¬ 
vility’, four instances of ‘oppressive 


conduct’ and six cases of officers 
failing to act ‘fairly and impartially’. 
Five cases of improper ‘search and 
seizure’ were upheld, as were three 
cases involving ‘improper disclosure 
of information’ and one breach of 
‘stop and search’ rules. 

No officers were sacked or sus¬ 
pended over any of the complaints 
listed above. The majority were sub¬ 
ject to ‘management action’, while 
some were given warnings, others 
were given ‘advice’ and a small num¬ 
ber faced ‘no action’. 


Substantiated offences includ¬ 
ed 21 of unlawful detention, 19 
cases of mishandling property, 
seven of ‘unlawful/unnecessary 
arrest’, four ‘assault’ com¬ 
plaints and two of ‘irregularity 
in evidence/perjury’ 


Figures showed 10.3 per cent of 
complaints dealt with during the 12- 
month period were upheld, while 38.3 
per cent were ‘locally resolved’ and 
21.5 per cent were withdrawn. 

Documents showed that 29.9 per 
cent were found to be ‘not upheld’. 

Meanwhile, during the same 12- 
month period, 50 certificates of merit 
and 60 commendations were given to 
Essex Police officers.

On-going investigations 


DOCUMENTS released last 
week revealed details of cases 
referred to the Independent 
Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) and the 
Professional Standards 
Division (PSD) for investiga¬ 
tion in the last four quarters. 
They included: 

• Officers who should have 
risk-assessed a man before 
releasing him from custody 
allegedly did not do so. The 
man was later found hanged. 
Documents said: “While in 
custody he was seen by a 
health care professional and 
assessed as fit for detention 
with a caveat that a further risk 
assessment be made 
during/upon release; it appears 
that this was overlooked when 
the male was released... After 
his release the male was found 
deceased, hanging in a public 
place.” An IPCC investigation 
is ongoing. 

• The IPCC was contacted 
after an officer stamped on a 
man’s hand and broke his fin¬ 
ger. Documents said: “During 
arrest, a male’s false teeth fell 


out and as he reached out to 
grab them an officer stamped 
on his hand, breaking at least 
one of his fingers.” An investi¬ 
gation is ongoing. 

• A supervisor was referred to 
PSD after he ‘engaged with a 
vulnerable victim’. He is due to 
face a gross misconduct hearing. 

• A PSD probe was launched 
after an officer allegedly 
assaulted a witness who was 
trying to tell him the location 
of a wanted person. 

Documents said: “The officer 
concerned did not believe the 
account of [the witness] and a 
physical altercation took 
place.” The officer faces a 
gross misconduct hearing. 


CASE STUDY: COP GUILTY 

DOCUMENTS released last week revealed details 
about a policewoman who 'failed to carry out a 
proper rape investigation'. 

Former PC Hannah Notley lied to a rape victim 
and prematurely ceased an investigation into a sus¬ 
pect, according to the official papers. 

Ms Notley resigned earlier this year and has since 
pleaded guilty to misconduct in a public office. 

Ms Notley is due to be sentenced this month.

• Signal intentions so other

• Give cyclists space and 
remember they are advised to 
ride well clear of the kerb to be 
visible and avoid collisions. 

Essex-based international 
cyclist Alex Dowsetts said rid¬ 
ers are in a vulnerable position 
without the protection of a 
metal shell, but that doesn’t 
mean they own the road. 

A Department for Transport 
poll shows 25 per cent of UK 
adults are noticing more 
cyclists on the road following 
Tour de France and Olympic 
successes in recent years.

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Armed robbers hunted 



DETECTIVES are still hunt¬ 
ing a gang of armed robbers 
who stole lees than £100 from 
a Shoebury store. 

Police want to hear from any¬ 
one who noticed any suspi¬ 
cious activity around Village 
Stores, in High Street, in the 
days and weeks leading up to 
the robbery on Friday, 
November 22. 

It happened at about 2.20pm 
when a group of five men tried 
to steal from a cash-in-transit 
van which was unloading 
money to a cashpoint. 

Three of the men went into 
the store, each armed with a 2ft 
long metal bar. They were 
unable to get to the cash as it 
was being placed into the cash¬ 
point via a secure room. One of 
the men then threatened a 51- 
year-old female staff member. 

Investigating officer DC Tara 
Shepherd said the incident 
must have been traumatic for 
the staff member. “One of the 
men went behind the counter 
while holding up the metal bar. 

“He then grabbed hold of her 
wrist and attempted to pull her 
watch off, but failed. 

“So he opened the till to steal 
the notes inside, which 
amounted to less than £100.” 

Police would like to speak to 
anyone who may have seen a 
three-door Alfa Romeo which 


was a purple or blue colour, on 
an 11 plate, which is believed 
to have been the getaway car. 

It was initially in the car park 
area of Grove Lodge flats and 
then moved to Gunners Road. 

The vehicle was recovered a 
short time after the robbery at 
the junction of Peel Avenue, 
and Newell Avenue, Shoebury. 
It is believed the suspects then 
got into another vehicle, which 
was possibly a grey-coloured 
Mondeo or VW. 

DC Shepherd said: “We 
would like to hear from anyone 
who may have CCTV of the 
surrounding area and has not 
yet spoken with police.” 

Police also have descriptions 
of the three men who entered 
the store. The first is described 
as a black man, about 6ft 2ins, 
of slim build, aged in his mid 
to late 20s and wearing a navy 
blue waist-length coat. 

The second man is black, 5 ft 
7ins, mid to late 20s, of aver¬ 
age build, and wearing dark 
clothing, with a hood up and 
dark scarf covering the lower 
part of his face. The third sus¬ 
pect is a white man, about 5ft 
8ins, of average build, and 
wearing a matching light grey 
hooded top , with the hood up. 

Anyone with information is 
urged to contact DC Shepherd, 
or her colleagues on 101.

Man’s arm

A GOOD Samaritan has 
been left with a broken arm 
after trying to break up a 
fight at Leigh train station.

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JASON RETURNS A 
TO HIS ROOTS 


By LIZ WADE and JAMES RAMPTON 

A PERFORMER who failed to arrive for 
an evening set marked the beginning 
of Jason Manford's career in comedy, 
which has since opened the door to other 
roles including radio and television presenter 
and even opera star. 

Jason, who was 17 at the time, was col¬ 
lecting glasses at the Buzz Comedy Club in 
Manchester when he stepped into the per¬ 
former's shoes during the life changing 
event, before being crowned The City Life 
North West Comedian of the Year just six 
gigs later. 

Last month the 32-year-old set off on his 
'First World Problems' tour, which will be at 
the Cliffs Pavilion on January 7, and it has 
already proved so popular that extra dates 
have been added before the curtains finally 
close in Southport at the end of April next 
year. 

The tour marks Jason's return to his com¬ 
edy routes after discovering a new-found 
talent on ITV's charity based talent competi¬ 
tion, Born To Shine. After winning the show 
in 2011, which featured celebrities learning 
new skills taught by talented teenagers, he 
went on to tour with tenor, Alfie Boe, and 
star in the critically acclaimed West End pro¬ 
duction of Sweeney Todd alongside Michael 
Ball and Imelda Staunton. 

Jason, who was born in Salford, 
Lancashire, said: “Some of you might think 
I’ve had a career change what with all the 
opera and musical theatre I’ve been doing 
lately. “Not a chance, I’m excited to be get¬ 
ting back to what I really love the most - 
stand up!” 

The show, which promises to feature a 
wealth of comedy anecdotes, misunder¬ 
standings and audience banter delivered 
with Jason’s likeable charm and teasingly 


intelligent wit, gets its name from a phrase 
that he saw online. 

Jason explains: “It just sums up so much I 
think the phrase emphasises those times 
when we moan about the most trivial things. 
It's as if we invent problems so we have 
something to moan about. 

“I imagine someone in the third world just 
thinking that we were all complete idiots!" 

Jason also reveals that his material is con¬ 
stantly evolving. He said: “I only tour every 
couple of years, and the good thing is that 
over that time your life and the people who 
surround you are constantly changing. Also, 
as you get older, you get more opinionated.” 

Jason, who has also performed stand-up 
on BBC1 ’s Live at the Apollo, Michael 
McIntyre’s Comedy Roadshow and multiple 
Royal Variety Performances, cannot contain 
his excitement about returning to live come- 
dy. 

The performer; a first-rate observational 
comic who describes his show as “essen¬ 
tially moaning about everyday life, but with 
punchlines” says the buzz you get from live 
comedy is unrivalled. “You can’t give it up!” 
he beams. 

“People who haven't done stand-up focus 
on the negatives - ‘what’s it like to die on 
stage?’ I always say, ‘It’s horrendous, the 
worst feeling in the world’. But the lows are 
so low because the highs are so high.” 

The stand-up, who was also hosted Show 
Me the Funny and Comedy Rocks with 
Jason Manford for ITV1, adds: “It’s a huge 
risk, but when it goes right, there is nothing 
better. It creates a communal feeling that 
you just can’t beat. 

“You get all these people laughing and you 
think, ‘I did that!’ If you make one person 
laugh in a day, that’s great. Imagine multiply¬ 
ing that by 10,000!” 

Jason who cites Billy Connolly as his very 







first inspiration to become a comedian after 
seeing him when he was nine, and decided 
to give it a go himself after seeing Peter Kay, 
said: “By now, people know that we share a 
sense of humour. They are aware of what 
they're getting, and I’m aware of what 
makes them laugh. 

“The weirdest thing is fans who remember 
jokes that I’ve forgotten. Sometimes I say to 
them, ‘I don’t remember that one. I must 
put it back in the act - it’s a good gag!” 

A comedian with a marvelously charismat¬ 
ic style, Jason strikes up a natural rapport 
with his audiences. He also possesses an 
irresistible amiability and generates a rare 
warmth on stage. All these talents have 
combined to make Jason one of the best 
loved and most in demand comics in the 
country. 

His winning friendliness is no act. With this 


particular comic, what you see is what you 
get. 

“I’m the same on stage as I am in real life 
- which can be incredibly annoying at 
home!” adds Jason. “Jimmy Carr says that 
because he is quite rude on stage, if he 
says 'hello' to a fan in the street, that will 
make their day. 

“By contrast, because I’m nice on stage, 
unless I ask a fan if they fancy a brew, they’ll 
say, ‘He’s a bit rude’. I’m a victim of my own 
niceness. Sometimes I wish I’d gone down 
the Jack Dee misery route!”

Roy Clarke may forever be 
best known for creating Last 
of the Summer Wine, but in 
1976 he came up with another 
winner - Open All Hours.

The Hobbit: The Desolation Of Smaug 
(12A, 161 mins) 


A LMOST 10 years ago to the day, 

Peter Jackson was preparing to unveil 
The Lord Of The Rings: The Return Of 
The King, the concluding chapter of his 
ambitious Tolkien trilogy, to UK audiences. 

The third film subsequently won all 11 
Academy Awards for which it was nominat¬ 
ed and became the first fantasy film and 
only the second sequel to claim the top 
prize of Best Picture. 

This new trilogy, adapted from Tolkien's 
The Hobbit, has not fared quite so well. 


The filmmaker's decision to shoot the pre¬ 
quels in high definition 3D at the higher rate 
of 48 frames per second compared to the 
usual 24 frames has divided audiences and 
critics, allowing us to see the stitching on 
costumes and the intricacy of the prosthet¬ 
ics in startlingly minute detail. 

The second instalment, The Desolation Of 
Smaug, picks up where An Unexpected 
Journey concluded. 

Plucky hobbit Bilbo Baggins (Martin 
Freeman), wise wizard Gandalf The Grey (Sir 
Ian McKellen) and the company of dwarves 
led by Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) continue their perilous quest to 


reclaim their lost gold from the dragon 
Smaug (voiced by Benedict Cumberbatch) 
in his lair. 

The adventurers encounter a shape-shifter 
called Beorn (Mikael Persbrandt) and a nest 
of giant spiders, guaranteed to make skin 
crawl and have arachnophobes quivering in 
their seats. 

Gandalf discovers the identity of the necro¬ 
mancer, who has been wreaking havoc in 
Dol Guldur, and when ores storm Mirkwood, 
the elves led by King Thranduil (Lee Pace) 
and his son Legolas (reprised by Orlando 
Bloom) marshal their forces to repel the 
invaders. 


Meanwhile, Bilbo and the dwarves - Bifur 
(William Kircher), Bofur (James Nesbitt), 
Bombur (Stephen Hunter), Balin (Ken Stott), 
Dwalin (Graham McTavish), Fili (Dean 
O'Gorman), Kili (Aidan Turner), Dori (Mark 
Hadlow), Nori (Jed Brophy), Ori (Adam 
Brown), Gloin (Peter Hambleton), Oin (John 
Callen) and Thror (Jeffrey Thomas) - endure 
some rough and tumble as they escape cer¬ 
tain death by travelling down river rapids in 
barrels. 

Eventually, they discover a hidden door in 
the mountainside that leads to Smaug and 
his horde of glittering treasure.

THE first frosts of winter are already catch¬ 
ing drivers unaware, especially in rural areas 
where icy patches can be difficult to spot. 

Road safety charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM) is anxious for dri¬ 
vers to know how to cope. 

1AM chief examiner Peter Rodger said: 
“Some bits of the country have already had 
a first taste of this year’s winter. 

“That means it’s time for the rest of us to 
start thinking about how to deal with it too.” 
Here are his winter driving tips: 

• Keep to the main roads as they’re more 
likely to be salted. 

• Bear in mind that after the frost has gone, 
ice can remain in areas which are shaded by 
trees and buildings “and it forms there first, 
so be careful as the temperature drops”. 

• It may seem obvious to say “but every 
year people forget, so ensure you have de¬ 
icer and a scraper”. 

• Don’t be one of those people, still out 
there, who only scrape a small area and 
drive looking through a slit. “Clear the whole 
screen to be able to see properly.” 

• If the road is slippery when you start off, 
do it in second gear, releasing the clutch 
and accelerating gently, avoiding high revs 


“as this will help prevent wheel-spin”. 

• As you drive, stay in higher gears to help 
avoid wheel-spin. 

• In an automatic, be gentle with your feet, 
and use whatever gearbox features that the 
it has help in slippery conditions. 

• Cars end up in ditches because drivers 
haven’t taken icy roads seriously. If it’s cold 
outside treat wet looking patches with great 
care as “they could be ice, not water”. 

• Stopping distances are increased by up 
to 10 times in icy conditions, so leave plenty 
of distance between you and the car in 
front. Don’t rely on your brakes to stop - on 
ice they may not do that for you. 

• If it is really slippery slow down early and 
use the gears to do it. 

• If your car loses grip and starts to slide 
sideways, take your foot off the accelerator, 
and point the front wheels in the direction 
that you want to go. 

Peter said: “These are just a few pointers 
to start you thinking. Being mentally pre¬ 
pared as well as having the right equipment 
is vital, so think about any problems you 
encountered last winter, and what you need 
to do to avoid them or overcome them if 
they recur this year. Be prepared for the 
worst. Icy conditions will affect accelerating, 
steering and braking.”

SOUTHEND United produced a 
thoroughly professional away per¬ 
formance to dispatch league rivals 
Chesterfield and set up an intriguing 
FA Cup Third Round tie with Cham¬ 
pionship strugglers Millwall at 
Roots Hall. 

Back in August, Chesterfield 
inflicted Southend’s first League 
defeat, this after the Blues had dom¬ 
inated the match for long spells. 
Nevertheless, the Shrimpers went 
into this tie off the back of six 
games without defeat, a run which 
saw manager Phil Brown rewarded 
with the Sky Bet League Two man¬ 
ager of the month award. 

Prior to the game, Southend’s 
warm-up routine unusually 
appeared to be hampered by a mem¬ 
ber of the Chesterfield ground staff, 
who seemed to be obstructing the 
players shooting practise. Whether 
or not this was a case of “mind 
games” from the home side is open 
to debate, nonetheless, it only acted 
to galvanise the Shrimpers players, 
who continued regardless. 

Southend started brightly, and 
indeed had the first sight of goals 
when Barry Corr headed into the 
gloves of Tommy Lee, this after 


Anthony Straker knocked back 
Kevan Hurst’s pinpoint centre. How¬ 
ever, with just four minutes on the 
clock the home side opened the 
scoring. 

Gary Roberts found space on the 
left flank and delivered a perfect 
cross for Tendayi Darikwa who fired 
past Daniel Bentley from close 
range. 

Southend might well have been 
stunned but the goal only worked to 
fire them into life. John White’s 
cross was scrambled away with 
Straker lurking, and from the result¬ 
ing corner they drew level. Ben 
Coker’s flag kick was met by the 
head of Marc Laird and flashed past 
Lee low into the net. 

Southend had settled and began to 
play some fluent football. Barr Corr 
saw his effort blocked, but before 
the Spirites had a chance to regroup, 
they found themselves behind. A 
vibrant build up on the right flank 
ended with Hurst sending over an 
exquisite ball for Straker to head 
past a stranded Lee via an upright. 

Southend went in search of a third 
goal. Corr was snubbed out after 
Hurst had played him in, while Jay 
O’Shea looked to restore parity for 
the home side but ran into heavy 
traffic as Chesterfield rallied. 

The Spirites began to probe vigor¬ 
ously. Drew Talbot and Darikwa saw 
delicious crosses dealt with by 


White and Kiernan, while Armanda 
Gnanduillet’s close range strike was 
deflected over and O’Shea’s free- 
kick cleared the bar without trou¬ 
bling Bentley. 

The second period started as the 
first had finished, with Chesterfield 
on the front foot. Jimmy Ryan’s run 
and shot was desperately unlucky 
not to pick out the on rushing Gnan- 
duillet. Then Talbot headed 
O’Shea’s flag kick against the top of 
the bar. 

It seemed to be only a matter of 
time before Chesterfield levelled the 
tie. However, Southend had worked 
tirelessly to break up the play, and 
started to produce some meaningful 
attacks of their own. In fact, 
Southend had a glorious opportuni¬ 
ty to put the tie to bed when Gnan- 
duillet climbed all over Corr from 
Hurst’s corner and referee Mick 
Russell showed little hesitation in 
pointing to the penalty spot. Corr 
struck the penalty low to the left 
only for Lee to rebuff his effort. 

Southend seemed to have found 
their second wind. Connor Clifford 
almost found an opening following 
Straker’s pass, while at the other 
end, Bentley preserved the 
Shrimpers lead by producing a 
world class save from Gnanduillet’s 
towering header. 

But Southend were not to be 
denied a famous victory, and with 


just five minutes remaining they 
produced a contender for goal of the 
season. Anthony Straker has often 
been a target for the more blinkered 
section of the Roots Hall crowd, 
however, he displayed raw skill and 
outrageous trickery to see off a 
clutch of Spirites defenders before 
picking out Laird. The Shrimpers 
midfielder teed up Kevan Hurst who 
fired across Lee and into the corner 
of the net, much to the delight of the 
356 travelling fans as well as spark¬ 
ing a mass exodus from the home 
stands. 

Marc Richards fired a late chance 
over for the home side, but by this 
point Chesterfield showed the body 
language of a beaten side.

When full, tie up the 
compostable liner and put it 
in your blue collection bin. 

Lock your blue collection bin 
and keep it out of direct sunlight. 

Present your blue collection bin 
weekly on your collection day. 

(Don't forget collections start 
from 7.00am on your scheduled 
collection day - don't be late or 
your bin may not be collected). 

Step If you run out of compostable 
liners, place your hanger on 
the handle of your blue 
collection bin and a new roll 
will be delivered to you.

)( Polystyrene - can't be recycled at the MRF at the moment 

)( Textiles - get wrapped around equipment and affect MRF plant 
operations 

Wood and general household waste - can't be recycled at the MRF 
at the moment 

)( Rigid plastics - can't be recycled at the MRF at the moment. 
However these can be recycled at the Household Waste Recycling 
Centres. 

By not including these items in your pink sack you are helping us to 
provide high quality recyclable material for reprocessors to use.
